Well, I guess there isn't a comicbook fan 
or a television watcher who hasn’t caught 
a few of the Spider-Man or Hulk prime 
time TV shows by now. In the past few 
months I've received countless letters 
asking for my own opinion of these 
Marvel media cultural breakthroughs! 
And, since you've bothered to ask, the 
least I can do is help to obfuscate the 
issue with my own cryptic comments 
and cogent critiques.
